Dr. Frank Gray, 
Local Pastor, 
Dies Suddenly 

Brookline Minister 
Also Served in Other 
Churches in Vicinity 

Rev. Dr. Frank M. Gray, Sr., pas r 
tor of the Union Methodist Church, 
Brookline, died suddenly on Monday 
afternoon, at the parsonage. He 
•was 67. • 

As minister of the- Philadelphia 
Methodist Conference since 1905, Dr. 
Gray occupied the pulpit of Nar- 
berth Methodist Church from 1918 
until 1920. His grandfather and 
father were Methodist clergymen, 
and a son, Rev. Frank M. Gray, Jr., 
was ordained last year and is now 
an assistant pastor at a church in 
Southern California. 

Dr. Gray was graduated from 
Central High School, Philadelphia, 
and from'the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. As president of the Metho- 
dist Conference |Educational So- 
ciety, he was extremely active in 
the work of the Methodist young 
people. 

Among the churches in the dis- 
trict which he served during his 
years as a minister was one in 
Cynwyd and one in Germantown, as 
well as several in Philadelphia. 
Since he came to Brookline, in 1943, 
the membership of his church has 
increased by more than 300. 

Dr. Gray was an honorary mem- 
ber of the Union League, served oh 
the faculties of Ursinus and Beaver 
colleges and was a member of the 
Masonic order. 

Surviving are his wife, Margaret;, 
a daughter, Cecelia Elizabeth, who 
teaches at. the Lower Merlon High 
School, his son, Rev. Frank M. Gray, 
Jr.; four sister and a" brother. 
- Masonic services will be held this 
evening, at 3925 Chestnut St., Phila- 
delphia, and funeral services will 
be held from the Brookline church 
at 2^30 P. M., Friday.

A 11,000.00 reward for inform* 
tion leading to the arrest and con-, 
viction of the brutal slayer of Carol v 
Ann ' Thompson, Upper Gwynedd 
youngster who was abducted from 
her home and murdered more than 
two weeks ago, has been offered, by 
Montgomery County Commission-: 
era. 

Devision to offer the reward was; 
disclosed by Commissioners Foster; 
C. Hillegass, Fred C. Peters and; 
Raymond K. Mensch after a confer- 
ence with Sgt. E. K. Pote, of Col- 
legeville Barracks, who is directing 
the search. 

In an eTfort to obtain further in- 
formation in the rape-sliying of the 
five-year-old girl, who was taken 
for a ride by a stranger while play- 
ing near her home, at Garfield and 
Supplee Rds., State Police once 
again are making an appeal to all 
motorists who traveled in that area 
to contact them. 

A map being published by State 
Police of Collegeville, gives the gen- 
eral areas which th* killer probably 
traveled during the execution of his 
crime. Locations of the child's home, 
where she was picked up, the loca- 
tion of the attack and the well in. 
which the body was placed are 
shown. 

Sgt. Pote asks that anyone who 
traveled on- any of these roads 
shawn on the map, between 3 and 
7 P. M. on the .afternoon of Satur- 
day, May 10, contact him at the 
barracks Immediately. The phone 
number is Collegeville 4411. 

Declaring that "someone must 
have passed the car during the 
time the man traveled on the little- 
used roads in that section of the 
country," Sgt. Pote said it is likely

Dr. Carl Shotts, or the American 
Friends Service Commltte, told, 
members of the Bala-Cywnyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club on Tuesday that 
the more heJp . the United States 
gives Europe, the less chance there 
is of another world war. 

Discussing the deplorable condi- 
tions of the' German nation today, 
Dr.- Shott declared that the deat'i 
rate is four times as high as the 
birth rate In many communities. 
The German people are capable at 
present of meeting only 20 per cent 
of their needs, with 80 per cent hav- 
ing to be imported. 

The American Friends Service 
Committee was the first to arrive 
\n Germany with help for tb,e starv- 
ing and bewildered populace. The 
doctor described 'their amazement. 
at being offered help, and made a 
strong plea for further aid to re- 
store sanity and peace to this trou- 
bled land. * v 

Dr. Shotts, who has just returned 
after 13 months in German, was in- 
troduced by Richard McFeely, head- 
master of Friends Central School 
and- chairman of -the Rotary Inter- 
national Service Committee.

A surprise War Department ci- 
tation -was given to Colonel Horace 
Shelmlre, of Downlntown, by Gen- 
eral Arnold. 

General Arnold Miceired a. second 



17-gun salute, as he was leaving 
Pennypacker Field from an Aber- 
deen Proving Grounds detachment 
consisting of one officer and nine 
men. General Arnold and General 
Eisenhower are the only two U. S. 
Army officers entitled to a -17-gun 
saulte When they arrive and when 
they leave-a partiotio ceremony.

Admiral Ronald Royce from' the 
Navy Yard factory In Philadelphia. 

Dr. Frank P, K. Barker, former 
president ^of the Lower Merlon 
Township BoaYd of Commissioners 
and a classmate of General Arnold 
when both attended Lower Merion 
High School, introduced the Gen- 
eral.

Baron Von Trapp 
Choir Head Dies 

Baron Georg VonTrapp, Austrian 
naval hero who once lived in Meri- 
on, died May 30 at his farm near 
Stowe, Vt. He was 67. 

The Baron, who commanded a 
submarine in the first world war, 
came to America ih 1938 with his 
wife", nine 'children and their con- 
ductor. Dr. Franz Wasner, a Catho- 
lic* priest, to escape the Nazis. 

Through the efforts of Henry S. 
Drinker, of Merion a music authori- 
ty in Philadelphia, the immigrants 
found temporary quarters in Ger- 
mantown, ' and later moved to 252 
Merion Rd., Merion. A son Jo- 
hannes, was born while the family 
lived here. In 1943 they moved to 
a 600-8 ere farm in Vermont, where 
they conducted a summer music 
camp. 

The Trapp family choir was an 
informal one until Metropolitan 
Opera star Lotta Lehman heard it, 
and persuaded them to sing in the 
Salzburg festival.

Urges Heart-To-Heart Talk 
Check Juvenile Delinquency 



To 

The juvenile delinquents of the 
war years are growing up into the 
tough criminals of today, Superin- 
tendent of Police Samuel Gearhart, 
of Lower Merlon Township, told a 
police panel of the Pennsylvania 
State Association of First Class 
Townships in conference at Phila- 
delphia last week. . 

Superintendent Gearhart was 
chairman of the panel in which po- 
lice chiefs from other sections of 
the State spoke. One of the speak- 
ers was Superintendent of Police 
Samuel Siegle, of Haverford Town- 
ship. 

"Juvenile delinquents," said the 
Lower Merion police chief, "are fre- 
quently the offenders in the com- 
mision of crimes and the violation 
of traffic regulations." 

"From 1937 to 1945, in the nation 
as a whole, the most frequently ar- 
rested age group declined steadily 
from 22 to 17. During 1946, and for 
the first time since 1938, age 21 
predominated in the frequency of 
arrest. 

"That youths played a predom- 
inant part in the commission of 
crimes against property is indicated 
by the following figures for 1946: 
31.5 percent of the persons arrested 
for robbery, burglary, larceny and 
auto theft, and other crimes against 
property were less than 21 year3 
old, and 51.5 percent of the persons 
arrested for these crimes were less 
than 25 years of age." 

Superintendent Gearhart referred 
to the procedure followed in Lower 
Merion in handling offenders under 
18 years of age. 

"First offenders committing a 
crime less than a felony are lec- 
tured by the superintendent of po- 
lice. Although a record is made of 
the case, this is not considered a 
police record and the circumstances 
surrounding the reason for the lec- 
ture are not available for future 
inquiry.

mitting a felony are referred direct- 
ly to the Montgomery County Court 
Those arrested for second offenses 
less than felonies are also referred 
to the Court. 

"Since the inauguration of the lec- 
ture system in June, 1946, there has 
been only one repeater." 

Whereas- Superintendent Gearhart 
referred to juvenile delinquency. as 
a country-wide problem Superinten- 
dent Gearhart confined his talk to 
teen-age problems of the suburbs 

In dealing with teen-agers the 
Haverford police chief urged the 
establishment of adequate recrea- 
tion centers and teen-age clubs. 

Juvenile delinquency problems in 
the suburbs were mild compered 
to what police encounter in the city, 
he said.

Let's Read . . . 

"Aurora Dawn," by Herman 
Wouk. (Simon & Schuster. $2.75.) 
The reviewer or, rather, the critic, 
must maintain the standards of the 
trade -by preserving his integrity. 
You can't, for example, review a 
book unless you read it. Half way 
through "Aurora Dawn" my integ- 
rity was on pretty-thin ice. 

The ice held, and on Page 230 
integrity received its reward: Here 
Mr. Wouk begins a sentence, "This 
work needs every shred of praise it 
can earn," etc. 

I agree, and any I give it will 
certainly be shreds. 

In case you don't know it al- 
ready, "Aurora Dawn" is the name 
of a soap. That ought to spill the 
beans — it's another book about the 
radio aspects of the advertising 
business, full of unlikely if now and 
then interesting characters. Two 
other similar books occur to mem- 
ory — "The Hucksters'-' and "Please 
Send Me Absolutely Free" (the lat- 
ter so bad that, as far as I know, 
they aren't even making it -into a 
movie). If you liked those two 
you may like "Aurora Dawn," but, 
I thought, M r - Wouk's style makes 
the reading about as easy as an 
advanced problem in differential 
calculus. 

The story concerns a bright 
young advertising man, Andrew 
Reale, whose compulsion is to "be- 
come very rich very quickly," and 
who finally discovers that money 
isn't everything. To tell this tale, 
Mr. Wouk has used a plot which 
could have been made into a very 
engaging and funny story (it's too 
far from reality to be serious). 
Father Stanfleld, the hillbilly evan- 
gelist, and Mike Wilde, the extrovert 
artist, come close to being honest 
and amusing. But the hero struck 
me as being a dope, the heroine a 
little dumb, and, alas, the incom- 
petent and irascible soap tycoon, 
Talmadge Marqui^, misses the boat 
completely: Evan Llewellyn -Evans 
of "The Hucksters" was a 'thousand 
times more picturesque. There are 
other people involved in some com- 
plicatd and of ten, naively fortuitous 
evolutions of plot. 

What I haven't figured out— so 
far anyway, is whether Mr. Wouk 
was trying to tell a story or trying 
to demonstrate how well he can 
write. There were times when I 
decided he wasn't managing« to do 
either one, and times when I felt 
he could do both if he'd just make 
up his mind. Really good writing 
gives you the impression that its 
accomplishment is the easiest thing 
in the world, and on many a page 
of "Aurora Dawn" I found myself 
expecting to see drops of the au- 
thor's sweat, or pictured him as 
having recently emerged from a 
college class in Philosophy, and un- 
able to postpone putting his new 
knowledge to some use. 

If you're interested in the fact 
that money isn't everything, by all 
means read "Aurora Dawn." A lot 
of books have said the same thing, 
and said it better than this one 
does, without making very many 
people believe it

is must be prevented, because once 
it starts, it cannot be won — the. 
whole world will be the loser." 

The roads to peace and world 
security, the General said, lie in 
many directions, and there is no 
simple answer. 

Besides understanding the char- 
acteristics of other nations, he said, 
the answer lies "in our ability to 
make an honest estimate of the war 
making abilities of other nations; 

"in the potency of tse United Na- 
tions Organization and its' police 
force; « 

"in our maintaining our place as 
the World one power by having a 
modern stream-lined effective or- 
ganization for our armed forces; 
with the best possible equipment 
obtainable ; 

"in all departments of our govern- 
ment being guided by the same na- 
tional and International policies — 
not policies of appeasement— but 
policies that command respect and 
are materialistic. 

"We cannot be Polly Annlsh and 
ideally hopeful and expect to come 
out on top when we are playing at 
the international poker club," he 
said. . 

General Arnold declared: " 

"Today we are really still at war. 
We have not as yet signed the 
peace treaties — the mind of man 
has conjured up such horrible de- 
vices and Implements of war that 
a future war may well set our 
civilization back 100 years— not the 
atomic bomb of Hiroshima and Na- 
gasaki— -but one thousand times as 
destructive— not one at a time but 
perhaps 400 or 500 used at once 
against enough critical points to 
completely stop the industrial— the 
economic— the administration ef- 
forts of a nation." 

"Must, we always be looking for- 
ward to the next war?" General 
Arnold asked his listeners. 

Following the exercises on Pen- 
nypacker Field, General Arnold pre- 
sented a collection of his memen- 
toes to Lower Merion High School. 
They were accepted by Everett E. 
Burlingame, president of the Low- 
er Merion School Board. 

"I hope that these momentoes 
that I entrust to you in the High 
School Museum," said General Ar- 
nold, "will continue to be a tie to 
bind me to the locality of my 
youth." 

Bands from Lower Merion Senior 
High School, Xrdmore Junior High 
and Bala-Cynwyd Junior High 
marched In the parade and played 
through the ceremonies.

$1,300,000 for Hew 
Cancer Institute 

Ground Broken Today ,0n 
Site Of Jeanes Hospital 
In Fox Chase 

Members of the Pew family will 
finance the construction of the 
building for the Institute of Can- 
cer Research to be constructed on 
the site of the Jeanes Hospital in 
Fox Chase, Philadelphia. 

Ground was broken today for the 
building which will cost $1,300,000. 
Equipment will cost another $300,- 
000. 

Members of the Pew family who 
are giving the money are J. How- 
ard Jew, J. N. Pew, Jr., Miss Ethel 
Pew and Mrs. Mabel Pew Myrin. 

The main laboratory building 
•which will have facilities for 100 
research workers, is 272 feet long, 
50 feet wide and embraces three 
stories and basement. An animal 
colony building which is detached 
irom the laboratory building and 
connected on two levels by an open' 
bridgeway, will house 20,000 experi- 
mental animals. Jeanes Hospital 
will co-operate with the Institute 
for Cancer Research in a technical 
cavacity and has made available 
sufficient land under a 99-year lease 
with a rental of $1 per year, for 
the Institute to build the present 
buildings as well as any planned 
expansion. 

The program for res. arch is 
broad and covers investigation in 
the field of growth and develop- 
ment both normal and cancerous. 
Various specialties are represented, 
such as organic chemistry, biochem- 
istry, botany, genetics, physical 
chemistry, experimental embryol- 
ogy, cytology, physiology, pathology 
and protozoology. 

Doctor Stanley P. Reimann, Di- 
rector of the Institute, has been Di- 
rector of The Lankenau Hospital 
Research Institute for 25 years and 
became Director of The Institute 
for Cancer Research when it was 
organized. 

The Institute for Cancer Research, 
Inc., while a separate legal corpora- 
tion, will continue to enjoy a mer- 
ger with the staff, of The Lankenau 
Hospital Research Institute. This 
■ group has been engaged in research 
in cancer and associated diseases 
for over 25 years.

KNOW YOUR STATE 



Laboratory 
Forward Step 
In Education 

The conservation of Pennsylva- 
nia's natural resources may well 
prove to be the most important task 
to be faced by the people of our 
State during, the next generation. 
Our water supply, coal, oil, iron, 
forests and soil have been the chief 
sources of the great industrial prog- 
ress of this Commonwealth and 
have exercised a vitaljnfluence on 
the growth and the protection of 
our nation. In the past we have not 
always used these precious gifts of 
nature any too wisely and that fact 
is now demanding increasing atten- 
tion by "State and local authorities 
entrusted with the responsibility of 
safeguarding- our future prosperity. 
During the past two years, under 
the leadership of James H. Duff, 
now Governor of Pennsylvania, the 
Commonwealth has embarked on a 
far-reaching program of conserva- 
tion. Such a program can only suc- 
ceed if all of the people of the State 
understand both its need and its 
purposes. 

The first Conservation Education 
Laboratory ever held in this State 
was conducted last summer at State 
College. In this laboratory course, 
two groups of teachers from the 
public schools of Pennsylvania were 
given the opportunity of observing 
in the field many of the problems 
concerned with maintaining or im- 
proving the State's water supply 
and its resources in minerals, soil 
and wildlife. Experts in all these 
fields conducted seminars on con- 
servation and conservation educa- 
tion. Last summer's session was so 
successful that the various organi- 
zations and State agencies which 
supported and sponsored the course 
are providing funds and assistance 
for a continuation of the Conserva- 
tion Laboratory in July and August 
of this year. These courses are de- 
signed to* provide the teachers in 
the public schools with first-hand 
information in a field which is vital- 
ly important to the future welfare 
of all the young people in our State. 
The Department of Pubiic In- 
struction, Agriculture and Mines 
have joined with the State Fish 
and Game Commissioners, and the 
State Planning Board in supporting 
and developing the program of in- 
struction which makes possible inie 
forward step in teacher training. 

The two sessions of 1947 will be 
held from June 30 to July 19, and 
from July 21 to August 7. Each 
will include courses with college 
credit on the teaching of the Con- 
servation of Natural Resources as 
adapted to the need of elementary 
and secondary school pupils.- They 
are open to the public school teach- 
ers of the State on the recommen- 
dation of their district superin- 
tendent.
